DOWN IN THE TUBE

MONSTERS IN TOKEN BOOTHS 

As they do every year, our ticket sellers in the 
token booths dress up as monsters during 
the week before Halloween. Some of them are 
particularly gruesome and frightening. This is a 
longtime tradition on the Hamptons Subway and, 
though swipe card sales decline dramatically 
during this period every year because people 
are afraid to give money to a monster, we 
continue with it. The program starts Monday, 
so load up your swipe cards before then. 


UNWANTED TOUCHING 

As a result of a surge in “unwanted touching” 
complaints on the subway by both men and 
women, the new law preventing that on crowded 


subway cars is now in effect. The rule is to keep 
your body six inches from any other body on 
the subway. The result is good for Hamptons 
Subway riders since no touching means no 
crowding—but bad for us because it means less 
revenue for the company—at least until the new 
subway cars we've ordered to add to each train 
arrive. Well, riders (and no lawsuits) come first. 
And pickpockets—you are on notice too. 


LIGHT DISPLAY 

The internationally known sculptor Tomlinson 
will “turn on” his display of colored lights 
on the interior wall of the tunnels between 
Wainscott and Sagaponack on Tuesday. The 
effect to people on-the trains will be a sideways 
waterfall of cheerful moving lights for that full 
two-mile distance. It’s been pointed out that 
the motormen might be unable to distinguish 
between the regular green-red stop-and-go 
lights that prevent crashes, but art is art, 
as they say. And it will only be up through 
Christmas. Happy Holidays. Just hang on tight 
as the art show goes by. 


CELL PHONE RESEARCH 
Hamptons Subway, built in 1927 and never 


upgraded, had no ability to do research 
on where the crowds of riders congregate 
at which hours—a piece of marketing 
that could help us decide where to add 
trains and when—until now. Last Thursday, 
all riders on the subway were asked to turn 
on their cell phones for the duration of 
their rides and nearly everyone did. Our 
Wi-Fi units picked it all up. We intended to 
crunch all the data and have information 
on the length of rides and so forth shortly— 
except that all the data was hacked by the 
Russians on Friday and so is no longer 
available. So we have to do this again next 
Thursday. Yes, they will have your phone 
number. Lot of good this will do them. 


OLD SUBWAY TUNNEL FOUND 

Subway maintenance people, working to 
clean the tunnels Friday night, unlocked an 
iron door in the tunnel east of the East Hampton 
stop to discover a never-used tunnel that 
extends three miles from there to “Northwest.” 
This is currently a lightly developed area, 
but in the 17th and 18th centuries it was an 
actual town up by the bay that got abandoned 
around 1730. Apparently Ivan Kratz, the 
billionaire who built the system in 1927, had 
it designed with out-of-date maps. So it got 
built to the abandoned town, but then, 
when they saw nobody was there, got sealed 
off. A wise decision.

MAYOR’S SPAT WITH POLICE CHIEF GETS MENTAL 

The Hamptons Police were at pains this week 
to dismiss rumors of a breakdown in relations 
between Hamptons Police Chief Joe Ronson and 
Napeague Mayor Roy Plowman. The rumors 
came about after it was leaked to the media 
that Mayor Plowman had referred to Chief 
Ronson as a “freakin’ birdbrain.” The Mayor’s 
disparagement of the Chief’s mental faculties 
apparently came after the Chief had suggested, 
in a meeting between himself and the Mayor, 
the instituting of a new speed limit of 80 miles 
per hour on the Napeague Stretch. According 
to others in attendance, the Chief thought 


this would be a good idea because “the road 
is very straight and people want to drive fast 
there.” The Mayor strenuously disagreed with 
that rationale, pointing out how difficult it 
would be for residents of neighborhoods along 
the Stretch to pull into such swiftly moving 
traffic. At a press conference called to address 
the rumored friction between them, Mayor 
Plowman denied any ill will between himself and 
the Chief, saying it was all hearsay and “politics 
as usual.” However, he did not specifically deny 
calling the Chief a birdbrain. After the presser, 
Chief Ronson promptly issued an ultimatum, 
saying that, unless Plowman agreed to an IQ 
competition to see which of the two of them 
was more intelligent, he would have no choice 
but to unilaterally change the speed limit on the 
Stretch without any more discussion. For the 
sake of easing public anxiety about the state of 
law enforcement in the Hamptons, Hamptons 
Police Department spokesmen Larry Hirsch 
issued a statement claiming that Ronson’s 
ultimatum was meant as a “joke.” However, 
numerous local news outlets reported that 
Ronson and Plowman visited the local chapter 


of Mensa in Sagaponack and that results 
of an IQ competition between the two will 
be forthcoming. 


PARKING COMMISSAR ISSUES VEHICLE RULES 

The Sag Harbor Commissariat of Parking issued 
new rules for parking in the congested village. 
Going forward, the Commissariat announced, 
parking limits will be based on what vehicles 
are worth. For example, a Rolls Royce Phantom 
will be entitled to stay in a prime Main Street 
parking spot for up to 12 hours, whereas a 
Dodge Grand Caravan will be allowed to stay 
in the same or similar spot for a maximum of 
15 minutes. Mercedes Benz models, depending 
on location and what model class they fall into, 
will typically be allowed between 4 and 7 hours 
in a village spot, while most Ford models will 
get between 30 and 45 minutes. Violators will be 
towed, with more expensive cars being brought 
to Havens Beach while lower-value cars will be 
taken to an impound in Coram. #&

Hamptons Statuary 


Teddy Roosevelt, Pollock, Steinbeck. Einstein, Friedan, Kratz

A S crazy as it seems, there is now a statue 
of me, that stands 11 feet tall, showing me 
riding a lobster along the side of the road where 
the Sunrise Highway ends and County Road 
39 begins. It was put up by a group called 
Friends of Dan, and they did so, they say, in 
honor of the fact that I have been writing this 
newspaper for 57 years. You will see it as you 
drive by heading east. ; 

What I have noticed since this statue was 
put up is that there are no statues of any 
other individuals in the Hamptons. There are 
monuments and war memorials and the tall 
Stargazer sculpture, in Manorville, welcoming 
you to the East End. And there are two statues of 
people. But both are representative of groups. 

Out by the Montauk Lighthouse, there is a 
statue commemorating the fishermen lost at 
sea. He wears rubber waders and is hauling an 
anchor line into a small boat. And in Sag Harbor, 
there is a statue, on the corner where Madison 
Street meets Main Street, of a Civil War soldier 


holding a rifle. He represents all the local sons ~ 


and daughters who went off to fight for freedom 
over the years. However, as | have recently 
learned, there are many castings of this exact 
statue sprinkled on Main Streets around the 
country. Those in northern towns have the 
letters “US” on their coat buttons. Those in 
the south have “CS” on their coat buttons. 
Otherwise they are identical. 

Whether or not you think there should be a 
statue of me in the Hamptons, consider that 
they have me doing the sort of thing I usually 
do. Riding my lobster and carrying a little sign 
reading WELCOME TO DAN’S COUNTRY. 

Statues of real people are on display in many 
other communities in America. Go to Block 
Island. There’s one on a roundabout in the 
center of Block Island. Or go to Manhattan. 
Statues are everywhere. Here, given that we 
have such a vivid history, there ought to be 
many statues of people, particularly those who 
made their mark, not only on the local scene, 
but also on the national stage. 

Here are my recommendations. 

Teddy Roosevelt. He and his Rough Riders 
spent a month in Montauk on maneuvers after

the Spanish American War. Put a statue of him 
in front of Third House out at the ranch where 
military headquarters were when he and the 
rest of the army were here. 

Carl Fisher. A wealthy developer, Fisher 
bought all of Montauk in 1925 and built a town 
where none had been before. He built a surf 
club, a skyscraper, the Montauk Manor, the 
golf course, the Yacht Club, a racetrack and a 
downtown with stores ready for occupancy. 
There’s a statue honoring him at the entrance of 
the Indianapolis Speedway, which he founded. 
And I suspect there is one in Miami Beach, 
which he also founded. In Montauk, put Carl 
Fisher in the center of the grassy plaza in the 
center of town. He created that, too. 

Jacqueline Bouvier Kennedy. Put a statue 
of her, as a young girl, on her horse jumping 
over a fence on the triangle bordered by Egypt 
Lane, Middle Lane and Little Egypt Lane. She 
grew up here. 

Lion Gardiner. He was the first English 
settler: in the . State of New York, 
arriving in East Hampton in 1639. He 
deserves a statue on (Continued on next page)

Gardiner’s Island by the manor house. 

Jackson Pollock. Put a statue of him action 
painting on the back lawn of his home, now the 
Pollock-Krasner House, in Springs. 

John Steinbeck. He lived in Sag Harbor for 
more than a decade, and during this time wrote 
The Winter of Our Discontent, which helped him 
win the Nobel Prize for Literature. Put his statue 
in the soon-to-be-built John Steinbeck Park. 

John Drew. Put a statue of this famous 
Shakespearean actor on the front lawn of the 
John Drew Theater in East Hampton. 

Ivan Kratz. This Queens native built the 
Hamptons Subway in 1927 with building materials 
he had left over from his construction of the 
Lexington Avenue Subway line in Manhattan. He 
had purchased double what he needed for the 
Lexington line and tried to hide that fact from 
the authorities underground, since he’d had 
the authorities pay for them. He died in prison 
in 1947. The system was discovered in 2004 and 
Hamptons Subway opened in 2006. The statue 
should be placed on the platform at the East 
Hampton stop. 

Betty Friedan. The woman who was most 
responsible for the rise of the women’s 
movement in America lived on Glover Street in 
Sag Harbor. Put the statue of her in front of her 
old house there. 

Queequeg. A statue of the mythical South 
Seas harpooner in Herman Melville’s classic 
book Moby-Dick should be at the end of Long 
Wharf, in Sag Harbor, facing the sea and poised 
to throw a harpoon at a whale. 


Dan Gurney. A _ statue of this famous 
auto-racing driver should be erected in 
the parking lot of the Bridge Golf Club in 
Bridgehampton, at the site of the finish line of 
the old Bridgehampton Racing Circuit. Gurney 
won the Can-Am there twice during the 1960s. 


Whether you think there should be a 
statue of me in the Hamptons or not, 
consider that they have me doing the 
sort of thing | normally do. 


Colonel Return Jonathan Meigs. This is the 
American war hero who led the successful raid 
against the British encampment on Long Wharf 
in 1777, taking prisoners and burning the camp 
and its warehouses. Put him at the foot of Long 
Wharf in Sag Harbor in the middle of the street 
there where this encampment was. 

Walt Whitman. Place a statue of this man, 
who in his youth taught school in Southold, at 
the site of the former school. 

Albert Einstein. Einstein spent the summer 
of 1939 at Nassau Point. While here he wrote a 
famous letter to President Roosevelt urging him 
to go ahead with research aimed at creating an 
atomic bomb to shorten World War II. Place his 
statue on Nassau Point at the site of his home. 

William Vanderbilt. He brought golf to 
the United States. A prominent Southampton 
summer resident, his statue belongs on 


the front steps of the Shinnecock Hills 
Golf Club clubhouse. 

The Pelletreau family. Place a statue of the 
Pelletreau family in front of their silversmith 
shop, the oldest continuously owned shop in 
the Western Hemisphere (1686 to the present), 
on Main Street Southampton. 

Pyrhus Concer. A slave, later freed, for 
many years thereafter ran a ferryboat taxi in 
the summertime, taking bathers across Lake 
Agawam in the late 19th century. Put the statue 
on the lawn of the house he lived in on Pond 
Lane by Agawam Park, Southampton. 

Thomas Edison. Place a statue of Edison in 
Quogue where he built an iron-ore separating 
factory that failed. He did a lot of things that 
failed in the late 19th century, though other 
things succeeded. Place a slogan on his statue’s 
base. It should say “Never Give Up.” 

P.T. Barnum. Barnum, the great circus and 
show entrepreneur, was a frequent summer 
visitor to Westhampton Beach, staying at the 
Howell House. Place a statue of him on the front 
lawn of the Howell House. 

Place a statue of a Shinnecock Indian to 
represent all the Shinnecocks who died aboard 
the Circassian shipwreck in Mecox in the 19th 
century. Erect it at one of the entrances to the 
Shinnecock Indian Reservation. 

Wait. Now I’m told there is a statue of a person 
in the Hamptons. A statue of Winston Churchill 
is on the estate now owned by Christie Brinkley 
in Bridgehampton. No one knows why it is 
there. Churchill never visited the Hamptons. @& 
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A Plane Lands in Westhampton from Puerto Rico and On Board...

_f around noon, a _ chartered 
. cargo plane set down at Gabreski Airport 
bearing 40 refugees from Aguadilla Airport in 
hurricane ravaged Puerto Rico. They were met 
by every vehicle owned by employees of the 
Animal Rescue Fund of the Hamptons (ARF) in 
East Hampton. The plane came to a halt, the 
40 refugees, all in cages, were brought out and, 
barking, were loaded into the vehicles and 
driven to the shelter. There they will be cleaned 
and groomed, cleared by medical teams and 
put up for adoption. 

Such is one of the rescue operations performed 
for this disaster area in the Caribbean: The 
bringing out of 40 street dogs from the beach at 
Rincon to safety in the Hamptons by a group of 
dedicated animal rescue people largely based 
here. It’s they who chartered the plane. 

About 200 East End families have winter 
homes in Rincon, Puerto Rico. And many of 
them live near a particular beach where 
there is an unspoken agreement about dogs. 
Puerto Ricans leave their dogs there for the 
mainlanders who live nearby to pick up and take 
off to a better life. Mainlanders care for them 
in their homes, see to it they have had their 
rabies shots and get vet clearance. Then, when 


the dogs are ready, in regular times, they are 
individually given to Montauk surfers who visit 
Rincon to transport as luggage to New York City, 
taken by car to ARF in East Hampton and to two 
other locations. In the past year, approximately 
800 dogs came here for adoption from the 
beaches at Rincon. You probably know people 
who have adopted one. My wife and I, for 
example. We’ve got Bella. 

Jane Lapin, a friend of ours who owns a 
landscape firm in the Hamptons, is one such 
person with a vacation home on Rincon. She 
brought us together with Bella, and I asked her 
how things are in Rincon since the hurricane. 

“Rincon did not take a direct hit,” she said. 
“We got water damage to our house there— 
there was twenty inches of rain—and a lot of 
trees were lost, but we came through without 
major damage. Our house is concrete. Many of 
the winter homes are concrete. 

“And the island is recovering. At the present 
time—this is now three weeks from the storm— 
we have running water every day from 9 a.m. 
to 3 p.m. There’s no electricity still. There are 
only occasional wisps of internet. And we have 
a curfew. Everybody has to be off the streets at 
6:30 p.m. It’s still very bad in the mountains. My 
heart goes out to those people. Many remain 
cut off from the outside world. | think many 


Puerto Ricans will soon be migrating to the 
mainland. They are all Americans, you know. 
It’s just a matter of getting transportation and 
showing your passport.” 

I was curious about Rincon. I’ve been to 
Puerto Rico, but never to Rincon. 

“In many ways, its like the Hamptons,” she 
told me. “Rincon’s about 30 miles long, with 
a lighthouse at the point. There are about 
seven villages. Ours is Puntas. There’s a big 
art community, a surfing community, and 
everybody knows everybody. Some of us live 
on the beach, others in town or up in the 
mountains. There are some nice restaurants 
and there’s a thriving organic farmer’s market. 
Although that’s going to take some time to 
recover. And the restaurants are just coming 
back. Tambu, near here, which is always hit by 
storms and high tides, survived this one and is 
still open. We also have a small airport, like East 
Hampton airport. But to get here you fly from 
New York to Aguadilla direct. And that’s now 
back up and running. 

“As for our dog rescue operation, it was set 


back. There will be dogs and cats and even 


horses to adopt. Meanwhile, in Rincon itself, 
they now have an animal rescue operation. 
It’s called the Barks of Hope. You should come 
down here sometime.”

] *ve been a baseball fan since I was seven. I 
rooted for the Brooklyn Dodgers then. What 
a team. We lived in a New Jersey suburb, so 
there was no reason to root for the Dodgers, 
except that my dad would take me to Ebbets 
Field to watch them play. Dad was a Dodgers 
fan, too. 

I'd cheer hard when they won. I’d mourn 
for them when they lost. More often than not, 
they’d win many games but at the last minute 
come up a game or two short. Their tormentors 
were the New York Yankees. Brooklyn was 
the rag-tag team of blue-collar guys, Italians, 
Irishmen and African-Americans—even a Jew 
or two. The press, noting that they usually 
finished second, labeled the team “Dem Bums,” 
which is how one would say “those bums” in 
Brooklynese. The Yankees were white, square- 
jawed and movie-star handsome. Since the 
beginning of baseball, nearly a hundred years 
earlier, they’d won an unprecedented 16 World 
Series championships. By the start of the 
1955 season, the Dodgers had never won a 
World Series. So how could the Yankees lose? 
They couldn’t. It was Joe DiMaggio, Yogi Berra 
and Mickey Mantle beating Duke Snider, Carl 
Furillo and Jackie Robinson. They were one and 
two in baseball, with Brooklyn always two. 

In the grammar school where I grew up, 
almost every kid was a Yankee fan. I got 
teased unmercifully for rooting for those stupid 
Brooklyn Dodgers. I hated the teasing, but I also 


We will beat the Yankees 
next year. You'll see. 

Then, the Brooklyn 
Dodgers moved to _ Los 
Angeles. It was a_ betrayal 
of staggering proportions. 
(At the time, a Brooklyn fan 
was asked to name the two 
most evil men in _ history. 
He chose Adolph Hitler as 
one and number two was 
Walter O’Malley, the guy who 
decided to move the Dodgers 
to California.) 

And so, from that day to this, though teamless, 
I continue to root against the Yankees. I have, 
for half a century, rooted for every baseball 
team in the Major Leagues when they played 
against the New York Yankees. It’s in my blood. 

This year, however, much to my surprise, 
I became a Yankee fan. I told people that. 
I told myself that. I have broken the mold. 
The Yankees have assembled a phenomenal 
baseball team. The star of the show is Aaron 
Judge, a 25-year-old rookie who is a strapping 
six-foot seven-inches tall, from California, and 
someone who can hit a ball where few baseballs 
have ever gone before. He can hit a ball 500 feet. 
There is Gary Sanchez, another phenomenon. 
And there is Aroldis Chapman, a relief pitcher 
who can throw a baseball 105 miles per hour. 
No one has ever been able to throw a baseball 
that fast, not even Sandy Koufax (a long ago 


They finished the season 
not quite at the top of their 
division, but good enough 
to make the playoffs. Which 
brings us to the whole point 
of this story, which is what 
happened when the Yankees 
played their first post-season 
series of games, against the 
Cleveland Indians. Cleveland 
- outplayed the Yankees in the 
{first two games. Cleveland 
needed only one more game 

to send the Yankees packing. 

That third game was played at Yankee Stadium 
on October 9, and I watched it on TV sitting at 
the bar at World Pie in Bridgehampton. 

Here is what I wanted to tell you. In the fourth 
inning, something shifted inside my brain. | 
didn’t notice it at first. But then I did. Nothing 
on the field had caused it. Judge would come up 
and I would root for him. Sanchez would come 
up and I would root for him. Bird would come 
up, and the two Fraziers and this new Yankee 
pitcher named Green would come on and I'd 
root for them. 

But then I looked at the scoreboard. The 
game was tied. And I was thinking, Cleveland, 
come on, you can do it, get those bastards out 
of there, just one run is all you need and the 
Yankees are history again. Do it. 

But they didn’t. 

I am going straight to hell. &&

Famous in the Hamptons 


Windmills, Billionaires, Beaches, Whaling and...Car Racing? 


BY DAN RATTINER 


he Hamptons is famous for many things. 

The most well known are, perhaps, the 
fabulous beaches, which are among the most 
beautiful in the world. It is famous as a summer 
resort for the wealthy. It is famous for its 
beautiful colonial New England villages and its 
18th century wooden windmills. It’s famous for 
its fishing—Montauk holds more world records 
than any other town in the world. And the 
community is famous for its artists and writers, 
its film and TV celebrities, its wineries and its 
agriculture. There’s even a famous old whaling 
village out here. 

But did you know that the Hamptons has along 
tradition with automobiles? From 1915 to 1921, 
cars raced on dirt roads through the wooded 
and farm-field landscape of Bridgehampton. In 
the early 1930s, high speed racing car drivers 
held events out at Montauk, where a legend of 
the racing car fraternity—Carl Fisher, a man 
who held the land speed record for a while— 
created a racetrack out of a curvy residential 
road called South Fairview Avenue. There’s old 
footage of those races there. And then in the 


early 1950s, racing cars returned to the streets 
of Bridgehampton—including Main Street for 
four straight years, unti] the State of New York 
made it illegal to do that. As a result, in 1958, 
racing enthusiasts built a big Le Mans style 
track with twists and turns and straightaways 
north of downtown Bridgehampton. Here, for 
more than 20 years, the legends of racing— 
Dan Gurney, Bruce McLaren, Richard Petty 
etc.—competed in races with cars going nearly 
200 miles an hour at this track—The 
Bridgehampton Racing Circuit. 

Today, these racing venues are a memory. 
And some of the cars of those eras, together 
with the regular private automobiles of those 
eras—the Model Ts, the Packards of the 
1930s and 1940s, the European sports cars of 
the 1940s and 1950s, and the tail-finned giants 
of the 1950s and 1960s, are collector’s items. 

You may know that today Jerry Seinfeld of 
East Hampton has a Porsche collection, or 
that other millionaires and billionaires have 
old vintage cars they keep out here. But you 
probably didn’t know that the Hamptons is 
among the few places in America where vehicles 
such as these are garaged in places where 


they are polished and cleaned and started 
up regularly and monitored 24 hours a day 
with video cameras. A man (or woman) 
who wants to pay the price can have a set-up 
where he keeps a live video in a frame on his 
desk at his New York office, which shows his 
precious car being tended to. Some of them are 
worth millions. 

And then there is the annual Bridgehampton 
Road Rally and Tour d’Hamptons. On a 
particular day once a year, all these cars, 
as many as a hundred of them, are brought 
together for a day of celebration and low speed 
rallying. This has been going on since 1993. And 
this year, the day was Saturday, October 7. 

That morning at 8 a.m., I walked out and 
opened the overhead door to the single car 
garage on my property in East Hampton to see 
if | would be able to attend. Would it go? Could 
I get it started? 

The vehicle in question | own was built in 
1959 in England. It is a small, bright red sports 
car called a Triumph TR-3. In 1967, when I was 
28 years old, I had bought it from a man who 
owned a bar in Hampton Bays for $600. And | 
had driven it home. (Continued on next page)

It’s been in my garage since. And on sunny days, 
I take it out for a spin. Sometimes. If I can get it 
to go. 

On this morning, I climbed into the driver’s 
seat, pulled out the choke, tapped the gas pedal 
a few times to bring up the gas, turned the key 
and pressed the starter button.

Yes, it has a starter button. It also has a hole 
in the grille where, in an emergency, you can 
insert a steel crank and turn it hard a few times 
to get it to start. I have the crank. I’ve never 
used it. I also have the log book that my friend in 
Hampton Bays wrote in, describing oil changes, 
tire switching, regular engine maintenance and 
places this vehicle was driven to during its first 
few years. 

The starter motor turned and tried to get 
the engine to catch and pick up the cadence. 
It wouldn’t do it. | stopped. Went through the 
procedure a second time, then a third time, 
and on this try it worked. Then I had to sit 
there in the cockpit continuously running the 
engine with the choke on and my foot on the 
gas so it wouldn’t stall out. I watched a gauge 
on my dashboard as | did this. When the 


temperature of the engine reached about 140°, I 
was comfortable with it. | could push the choke 
in and ease down up the gas. It rumbled in 
appreciation. It would go. And so, with my stick 
shift, I put it into reverse and slowly made my 
way out of the garage, down the driveway and 
out to the street. 

Yup. I would be driving this old car to the 
Road Rally. Maybe. The engine has a knock you 
can hear when you step on the accelerator. 
It’s a bearing in one of the piston rods. The 
engine is in need of a repair and I will have 
to get to it soon. But I think I can make it to 
Bridgehampton. If I take it easy. 

What a beautiful day this was. I got there. The 
cars of all us car buffs assembled in a big field 
behind the Bridgehampton Museum. We lined 
up in rows where the parking crew ordered up. 
I wound up next to a 1957 Jaguar on one side, 
and a 1949 Jeep on the other. People wandered 
over. Some had just come to look at this 
wonderful collection. But others had brought 
something of their own. 

“We heard that thing knocking when 
you came in,” one fellow said to me as I 
emerged from the cockpit. “Are you going out 
on the Rally?” 

The Rally would be heading out at noon, 
a driver and navigator one at a time, at one- 
minute intervals, to proceed in these “vintage” 
cars on the secret route—it is different every 
year, and revealed only to the registered cars 
on Rally Day—through the Hamptons. There 
was a map of the 70-mile route. They’d stop at 


places along the way where volunteers would 
be to handle the time you came through. There 
were four different locations where you’d have 
to get out of your car to come up with answers 
to trivia questions. (This year the topic was 
baseball.) The rally would take all afternoon. _ 

“Nope,” I said. This was not for a-car with a 
bad bearing. But I was going to go on the Rally 
Day Parade, at 11 am. This was a four-mile 
parade of cars along the route around town that 
followed the high-speed racing going on in the 
1950s, before the New York State made it illegal. 
That I could do. Maybe. 

It was a beautiful autumn day in the 70s. 
A huge tent with a stage was alongside 
where all the cars were lined up in their 
rows. And here, you could check in, enjoy a 
breakfast courtesy of Union Cantina, get a 
Golden Pear box lunch for the rally if you were 
going off on it, listen to the Bridgehampton High 
School band and then later the music of Jim 
Turner and Paul Scollo, enjoy conversations 
with car buffs, buy souvenirs, enter a silent 
auction and a trivia contest with the experts 
from carshowsafari.com, watch videos of the 
old Bridgehampton car races, see the latest 
new cars from Southampton Audi, Porsche, 
Jeep and Dodge, listen to essays read aloud 
about cars by those who wrote them at an 
official Dan’s Papers Literary Salon there, and, 
when the Rally and Tour d’Hamptons people 
returned late in the afternoon, sit and enjoy the 
awards ceremony.

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This Week’s Cover Artist: Pamela Topham

Pamela Topham has been 
_ featuredonthecover of Dan's 
_ Papers more than one dozen 
times. What can we say? We 
have good taste! This week’s 
cover corresponds’ with 
the opening, on Saturday, 
October 21, of Pamela 
Topham: Tapestry Visions at 
East Hampton’s Guild Hall. 
What was the inspiration 
for this particular piece? 

“Upper Sagg Pond, Autumn Light,” is one of a 
series of Sagaponack tapestries woven over the 
last 20 years. | was drawn to this perspective 
from the north of Sagg Pond as it interfaces with 
Sagg Swamp. The light, textures and hues of the 
trees, water and sky are interpreted in hues and 
textures of silk and wool. | love the shadows 
and the swampiness! 

How do you go about creating these beautiful 
tapestry pieces? 

The cover tapestry is woven in two layers 
on a wood-frame loom originally designed by 
furniture designer David Ebner, more recently 
made by woodworker Jim Ritter. Some of the 
East End vistas especially call to be woven in 
multiple layers. First the back layer, a distant 
landscape, is woven on fine sturdy cotton 
warp on the Purple Heart frame loom. Then 
the front layer is warped in fine silk and woven 
with fine silk and wool. For this I referenced

multiple sketches and photographs. 
What fibers do you use in 
your tapestries? 

Over years of weaving I have 
found extraordinary sources of 
fiber and am always on the look 
out for more. Mostly I weave with 
fine wool that comes in 320 colors 
from Australia, wool from Norway, 
Sweden, the U.S. and England. Most 
of the silk is dyed in Vancouver, 
Canada. I also use some exquisite 
silk from Japan. 

Are there specific places you go on 
the East End to find inspiration? 

There are so many places I’m 
enamored with on the East End. I’ve done 
many tapestries from around Accabonac Harbor, 
Three Mile Harbor and our coastline in places 
like Shadmoor Cliffs, our inlets, waterways 
and farm fields. I revisit many favorites and find 
new ones. 

I understand you work at W6Olffer Estate 
Vineyard in Sagaponack. Does working there 
influence or inspire your tapestries? 

Every day I’m blessed to experience a 
panoramic view of the acres of vines, the distant 
trees and the expanse of the sweeping sky with 
its subtleties and drama while also observing 
the vines changes as they go through the 
seasons. The camaraderie of the staff and the 
interesting people I meet are a counterbalance 
to my solitary creative time in the studio. 

Are there any other artists working in this 


genre who inspire you, and/or 
any artists you recommend our 
readers look up? 

I’ve been part of a group called 
the “Wednesday Group.” We 
hold workshops with two master 
weavers, Susan Maffei and Archie 
Brennan. The other weavers in 
this workshop—and certainly the 
master weavers—are an amazing 
inspiration to the quality of my 
work. I’m humbled by their mastery 
of tapestry. Archie says, “If you 
are ina hurry, tapestry is not 
for you.” In this region, the 
contemporary landscape artist I 
admire most is April Gornik; and historic artist 
is Thomas Moran. 

What can you tell us about the upcoming 
exhibit at Guild Hall? 

The exhibit encompasses work from 20 years 
of tapestries and drawings mostly of Eastern 
Long Island and a few from the Southwest 
U.S. from three cross country sketching 
tours, mostly in National Parks. You'll see 
both traditional and non-traditional tapestry 
techniques, as well as layered tapestries. You 
can find at least 10 Dan’s Papers covers too!

Great Scotty! McCreery Plays WHBPAC Oct. 21

t 17 years old, North Carolina-born Scotty 

McCreery was the youngest male winner of 
American Idol. Since his triumph in 2011, the charming, 
polite young man has released three albums, which 
have been Gold and Platinum certified and sold 
nearly three million copies. He’s won an Academy 
of Country Music (ACM) Award for New Artist of the 
Year (2011), CMT Music Award 
for Breakthrough Video of the

ummer is over—so get outside for some family- 

friendly activities in this gorgeous fall weather. 
Have you tried Fairview Farm at Mecox? They have 
apple and pumpkin picking, sure. If you’re looking 
for something tasty to eat, they also have homemade 
pies, apple cider, apple cider donuts, roasted corn, 
ribbon fries, the famous Mecox Bay Dairy cheeses, a 
corn cannon, etc., etc. But there’s also The Maize— 
two miles of carefully cut paths into more than eight 
acres of cornfield for you to get lost and found in. 
That means family fun! 

If the mere thought of getting stuck in a maze of 
eight-foot-tall corn stalks tightens your chest, don’t 
worry. Before entering, the friendly staff will supply 
you with one of about a dozen selections of multiple 
choice trivia quiz cards to help guide you through. 
Throughout The Maize, a series of numbered posts 
correspond to a question on each card. Next to 
each answer is a direction—left or right. Card topics 
include, but are not limited to, History/Military, 
Sports, Movies, Music and TV and, a recommended 
back-up, Tiny Tots. The Tots cards offer foolproof 
softball questions such as “Which of the following 
crop does popcorn come from?” Hint: the answer is 
not waffles or yellow. 

The aerial view of The Maize, is, well, 
“amaizing.” According to Harry Ludlow, owner of 
the farm, The Maize is created “similar to the 
way an artist transfers a photograph to a canvas: 
Divide it into a grid and do (Continued on next page)

one section at a time. For creating The Maize, that 
means a lot of careful measuring.” The Maize, now 
in its 17th year, also features two bridges, which give 
maze-goers a sweeping 360° view over the top of 
the stalks. 

“We diverged from our traditional style this year,” 
Ludlow says of this year’s design. “We had always 
focused on a theme associated with either our family, 
our farm, or our community.” This year, however, 
they wanted to make it more educational and decided 
on a tribute to Luther Burbank. “It turns out that 
most people younger than us did not learn about 
Luther Burbank in school like I did, and hence know 
little if anything about him. This is an opportunity 
for the public to become more knowledgeable about 
a man that influenced many crops both in his day 
and currently.” © 

A quick internet search of Burbank proves 
he was indeed “The Plant Wizard.” “More than 
800 species are credited to him,” Ludlow explains. 
“Life would be different for all of us if it were not for his 
life.” Burbank was a famed California horticulturalist 
whose goal, according to the Luther Burbank Home 
& Gardens Association in his hometown of Santa 
Rosa, California, “was to increase the world’s food 
supply by manipulating the characteristics of 
plants.” Possibly his crowning achievement in this 
regard was his accidental discovery of what became 


the Russet potato, used in everything from french 
fries to mashed potatoes. He also used breeding and 
cross pollination to create, among other wonders, 
the Shasta Daisy, the plumcot (half plum, half 
apricot, all delicious), the pomato (potato, tomato) 
and the “miraculous” stoneless plum. Now you

East End Sales Doing Well in Third Quarter 


BY LAURA EULER 


A s we do every three months, we’re perusing the 
sales reports put out by the local brokerages. 
First up is Town and Country. Their numbers are 
pretty good for the Hamptons: In the third quarter 
of 2017, the overall number of sales is up 8%, total 
home sales volume is up 8.22 percent and median 
sales price is up 7.95%. The bright spot is the sector 
between $10 million and $20 million, with number of 
sales up 133%, from three in 2016 to seven in 2017. 

Town & Country also analyzes each residential area. 
Bridgehampton is doing well, with six of those seven 
$10-$20 million sales in that area, which includes 
Bridgehampton, Water Mill, and Sagaponack. 

There were two sales in the region over 
$20 million, both in East Hampton Village. Highest 
was oceanfront 211 Lily Pond Lane (best known as 
the Clintons’ former rental) at $29 million. 

Not doing so well is the Sag Harbor area. See this 
quote from Town & Country: 

“On the dark side, Sag Harbor area (which includes 
Noyack and North Haven) went out to sea for three 
months! The Number of Home Sales tanked by nearly 
30% and the Total Home Sales Volume sank like an 
anchor at nearly 60%. Closer scrutiny over the eight 
price categories monitored by Town & Country and 
clearly you see why... there were no sales $5M and 
up. None, zero, zip!” 

Actually, we disagree: While it’s true that total 
home sales volume is down 58%, the reason, as 
so often is the case in the Hamptons, is that a 


huge sale skewed the figures. The third quarter of 
2016 sales were about $74 million. The third quarter 
of 2017, $31 million. Surely the sale of Strongheart in 
North Haven, for somewhere around $32 million, and 
which closed in September 2016, is what made that 
2016 number so abnormally high. 

The North Fork is doing great. The number of 
home sales was up 15%, total home sales volume 
increased 23%, and median home sales price rose 
22%. The best performing sector was the $1 million 
to $2 million area, with 140% growth. 


You can’t argue with math—it always wins. 


Southold, which includes New Suffolk and Peconic, 
showed a lot of demand in the third quarter, with 
a 71% leap in the number of home sales from 24 in 
2016 to 41 this year. Total home sales volume more 
than doubled, and the median home sales price 
increased 25%, to $580,000. 

All in all, a healthy quarter for area real estate. On 
to the always exciting fourth quarter, when the huge 
deals are done before the end of the year. ga.
